The flowers of ttfo “mown*” .tree, I, 
Everyone .who has read the legends 
native to India, are highly valued for 
food. 
They are rich in sugar, and 
an Intoxicating drink is distilled from 
them. A syrup prepared from them is 
bolleo down, yielding a sugar equal In 
quality to date sugar. 
In the central provinces of India 
mown* flowers are regularly used as 
an article of food by at least 1,006,000 
people, eacb person consuming about 
eighty pounds per annum. 
Through 
out that country they are looked upon 
as a valuable reserve In famine years. 
Their fleshy. Juicy, globe-shaped corol­ 
las are collected when they have fall­ 
en. and are spread out to dry on mats 
In tbe sun. 
A single tree will yield 
200 to 300 pofonds of flowers lu a 
year. They are eaten either fresh Off 
dried, and cooked in many different 
ways, with rice, shredded coconut or t 
flour. 
The bulk of the crop of flowers, 
however, is used for the preparation 
of “daru,” or mown* spirit. They are 
fermented, sometimes with molasses 
added, atul the liquor is then distilled 
in crude appa ray is. 
With good dis­ 
tilling apparatus. 100 pounds of the !; 
flowers will yield five and one-half gnl- 
lona of proof spirit.

It Is estimated that In the Hydera­ 
bad «tate alone 
there are 
enough 
mown* trees to produce 700.000 gal­ 
lons of proof spirit per annum. The 
seeds yield an oil which Is largely 
utilised In the manufacture of soap, 
candle* and Imitation butter.
